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N ſurveying the different parts of our Legal Juriſ- 
prudence, with a view to, the completion of our 
intended Volume, the proviſions which have been made 
reſpefting MASTERS and SERVANTS appeared to us to 
furniſh a relation ſufficiently extenſive and important to 
claim our regard ; we have, therefore, and we truſt, not 
improperly, aſſigned it a place in the following pages: 
the object of which is to enquire into the general con- 
netion which ſubſiſts between Maſters and Servants, in 
the more uſual and colloquial ſenſe of thoſe words, viz. 
Menial or Domeſtic Servants, Apprentices, Fourneymen, Wark- 
men and Labourers. Of theſe we ſhall treat in the order 
we have here mentioned them, and then ſubjoin an Ap- 
pendix of ſuch uſeful Forms and Precedents as are ap- 
plicable to the ſubject of our Treatiſe, which we hope 
will meet with the approbation of thoſe for whom it is

ENIAL ſervants are ſo called, not as a term of Menial ſervants

I. Concerning the Hiring of Servants, and their Departure 
fram Service. 

The relation between a maſter and his menial, or do- 
meſtic ſervant, ariſes upon the contract between them, 
uſually called the hiring, this may be made as it may alſo 
be diſſolved, either by a written agreement, or a verbal 


declaration. 
If the hiring of a ſervant be general, without any parti- 


- cular time ſpecified, the law will conſtrue it to be a hiring 


for a year certain (a), which it does upon a principle of 
natural equity, that the ſervant ſhall continue with and be 
maintained by the maſter, through all the revolutions of 
the ſeaſons, as well when there is work to be done as 
when there is not; though at may be made by expreſs 
agreement, to determine at a:ſooner, or laſt for a longer 
period, at the pleaſure of the parties. Ce. Lit. 42. Ne 
Max. 108. 

And it has been held that where a ſervant is hired for 
one year certain, and ſo from year to year, as long as both 
parties ſhall agree, and the ſervant enter upon a ſecond 
year, he muſt ſerve out that year, and is but a ſervant at 
will after the expiration of the firſt year. 2 Keb. 16. 

And by ſtat. 5 Eliz. c. 4. (6) after a ſervant is hired he 
cannot leave his maſter (c), nor can his maſter diſcharge 
him either before or at the end of the term of hiring, with- 
out giving a quarter of a year's previous warning, unleſs 
for ſome cauſe which ſhall be thought ſufficient, and be al- 
lowed by a juſtice of the peace, on pain that the maſter 
forfeit 40s. and the ſervant be impriſoned, unleſs they 
part by mutual conſent, or at the time of entering into the

And by the aforcſaid ſtatute of 5 Eliz. c. 4. if a ſervant Mifvehawour 
malieiouſly aſſault or make affray on his maſter, or miſ- t ſervente.

he ſhall on conviction before two juſtices, or the mayor, 
or other head officer of the place, be impriſoned for one 
year, or leſs, at the diſcretion of the juſtices, or receive 
ſuch other puniſhment as the offence may require.

So alſo if the drawer or waiter at an inn ſell a man bad 
wine by which his health is impaired, an action will lic 
againit the maſter ; for though he might not expreſsly 
order the ſervant to ſell it to that perſon in partieular, yet 
his permitting him to ſell it at all, to any body, is deemed 
an implied general command. 1 Noll. Abr. 95. 1 Bla, 
Com. 430. 

In like manner, if a ſervant be frequently permitted to 


do a thing by the tacit conſent of the maſter, the maſter 


will be liable, as ſuch permiſſion is equivalent to a general 
command. 

If therefore I pay money to the ſervant of a banker, and 
he embezzle it, the banker is anſwerable, but otherwiſe, 
if I pay it to the ſervant of a phyſician, whoſe proper bu- 
ſineſs is not to receive money for his maſter. 1 Blatt, 
Com. 430. 

So if I uſually ſend my ſervant upon truſt with my 
tradeſmen, and he take goods in my name, upon his own 
account, I muſt pay for them (5); and ſo, likewiſe, it 
would be were I to ſend him ſometimes on truſt, and ſome- 
times with ready moncy, for it is not poſſible for the 
tradeſman to know when he comes by my order, and 
when by his own authority, or when with, and when 
without the money. 1 HH. 95, Ney Max. 111. 

But if I uſually deal with my tradeſmen myſelf, or con- 
ſtantly pay him ready money, I am not chargeable with 
what my ſervant may take up in my name; for in this 
caſe there is not, as in the other, any implied order to 
truſt him. Dr. & Stud. c. 42.

And by tranſacting affairs for his maſter, a ſervant de- 
rives a general authority and credit which cannot be deter- 
mined for a time by any particular orders or inſtructions, 
to which none but the maſter and ſervant are privy ; for 
if that dottrine were to prevail, no one could deal with 
ſafety with any but the maſter himſelf, which would be 
extremely detrimental to commerce and to general conve- 
nienee. | 

Therefore the act of a ſervant, though out of place, was 
held to be binding upon the maſter by reaſon of the for- 
mer credit given him on his maſter's account, it not being 
known to the party truſting that he was diſcharged, 3 
Bac. Abr. 561. 

The maſter is alſo anſwerable for any injury ariſing by 
the fault or neglect of his ſervant when executing his 
maſter's buſineſs; as, where a gentleman's ſervant brought 
a coach and two ungovernable horſes of his maſter's into 
Lincoln's-Inn-ficlds, in order to break them in, and they 
from the careleſſneſs of the driver, ran over a paſſenger, 
it was held that an action brought againſt the maſter, as 
well as the ſervant, was good. 3 Keb. 65. 1 Vent. 295. 

So when a pawnbroker's ſervant took a pledge, and re- 
fuſed to deliver it on tender of the redemption money, 
the maſter was made to produce it. 2 Salk. 441m. 


And if a ſmith's ſervant lame a horſe whillt ſnoeing 


him, an action for damages will lie againſt the maſter, 
and not againſt the ſervant. 1 Black. Com. 431. 

But it 1s to be obſerved, that, in all the above caſes, 
the damage &c. muſt be done whilſt the ſervant is actually 
employed in his maſter's ſervice, otherwiſe he is liable 
to anſwer for his own miſbehaviour or neglect. 

And agrecably to this diſtinction it was that at com- 
mon law, if a fervant kept his maſter's fire negligently, 
ſo that the houſe of his neighbour was burned down, or 
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other damage done him, an action would lie againſt the 
maſter, becauſe the negligence happened in his ſervice ; 
but no action would he it it were done by the ſervant in 
the ſtreet, for he not being then in the maſter's immediate 
ſervice, muſt himſelf anſwer for the conſequences of his 
negligence. Ny Max. 112. 

In the former caſe, however, the law is now altered by 
6 Ann c. 31. F. 3. which protects the maſter from an 
attion for damages, by enatting that no action ſhall be 
maintained againſt any in whoſe houſe, or chamber, any 
fire ſhall accidentally begin, the loſs of the maſter being 
in ſuch caſe deemed a ſufficient puniſhment for his own or 
ſervant's careleſſneſs. 

But by 14 Geo. 3. c. 78. if a fire happen through the 
negligence of any ſervant (whoſe loſs is generally very 
inconſiderable,) he ſhall forfeit 1001. to be diſtributed 
amongſt the ſufferers, or be committed to a workhouſe for 
the ſpace of 18 months. 

A maſter is likewiſe chargeable if his ſervant caſt any 
dirt, &c. out of the houſe into the common ſtreet, to the 
damage or annoyance of any individual, or the common 


- nuiſance of his majeſty's people. Ney Max. 111. 


Obſervation, 


Upon the above caſes it is remarked by Sir W. Black. 
ſtone, (1 Com. 423) though the maſter, as appears from the 
caſes we have adduced, may frequently be a loſer by the 
truſt repoſed in his ſervant, he never can be a gamer ; he 
may frequently be anſwerable for his ſervant's miſbehavior, 
but never can ſhelter himſelf from puniſhment by laying 
the blame on his agent, the reaſon of which 1s, that the 


wrong done by the ſervant is looked upon in law as the 


wrong of the maſter himſelf, and it is a ſtanding maxim, 
that no man ſhall be allowed to take advantage of his own 
wrong; and hard as this rule of law may ſometimes be on 
an innocent individual, the reader will perceive it to be 
founded upon principles of public policy and utility, and 
has a tendency to make maſters careful in the choies of 
their ſervants, and conſequently ſervants tenacious of a 
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good character; by which many injuries to ſociety and to 
themſelves are not unfrequently prevented (a). 


IV. The As for which Servants are anſwerable to thetr 
Matters in a civil Aim. 
Servants not 


A ſervant is not anſwerable to his maſter for any loſs ans not | 
which may happen without his wilful neglect, but if he accidents, but 
be guilty of fraud or groſs negligence, an action will lie **e for neglec. 
againſt him by his matter. 

Therefore, If a maſter give money to his ſervant to 
carry to ſuch a place, and he is robbed, the ſervant ſhall 
not be anſwerable, for a ſervant undertakes only for his 
diligence and fidelity, and not for the ſtrength and ſecu- 
rity of his defence ; he is not therefore obliged to preſerve 
tis maſter's property at all events : and in this the law 
obſerves a difference between a ſervant and another perſon, 
for every other perſon has properly no other care than of 
his own concerns, and is not bound in point of duty to 
defend or intermeddle with the property of another. If 
therefore, he officiouſly create to himſelf ſuch an under- 
taking, he is obliged to make good the loſs if any happen. 

But a ſervant is under the command of his maſter, and 


bound, if Jefired, to charge himſelf with his maſter's af- 
fairs: now the contract by which he becomes a ſervant,

I', however, a falſe character be given of a ſervant by his maſter, without 
ground, and purely to defame, it is a proper ground for an action. Per 
14 Marsf. Bu. Ni. Pri 8, 
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implics no more, as we have ſaid, than an undertaki 
tor obcdicnce, care, and fidelity; and whenever he after. 
wards engages in the concerns of his maſter, it is in eon- 
ſequence of that contract, and can extend no farther than 
that implies, he conſequently cannot in reaſon be anſwera- 
ble for any unavoidable accident, ariſing trom no want of 
carc or faithfulneſs in him. Sce 3 Bac. Abr. 564. 

But if he do any thing fraudulently, or is guilty of groſs 
neglect or diſobedience, it is otherwiſe. 

As, if a ſervant, driving his maſter's cattle, ſuffer them 
to periſh for want .of "has attention to them, the maſter 
may have an action on the cafe againſt him. bd. 

And ſo if a man deliver a horſe to his ſervant to take to 
market, or money to pay to another, and he neglects to 
do it, his maſter may have an action of account or de- 
tinue againſt him. Misr. 248.

V. The As for which a criminal Projecutim will he againſt 
a Servant in regard 19 the Intereſt if his Maſter. 


Having ſeen in what caſes a civil action may be had by 
a maſter againſt his ſervant, it will now be proper to ob- 
ſerve upon the criminal acts for which a proſecution will 
he againſt ſervants, in relation to their maſters. 

By the common law, a ſervant (even though under age) 
was guilty of felony in taking away the goods, &c. of his 
maſter, though the goods, &c. were under the immediate 
charge of the ſervant, (and may ſtill be indicted for ſuch 
offence at common law, if feloniouſly committed,) fee 
poſt p. 11. note (a) ; if, however, any particular goods, &c. 
were expreſly delivered to the ſervant by his maſter, to 
keep, or to carry to ſuch a place, and the ſervant converted 
them to his own uſe, it was conſidered as a breach of truſt 
only, and not felony ; but now by ſtatute 21 Hen. 8. c. ). 
it is enacted, that all ſervants to whom any caſkets, jew- 
cls, money, goods, or chattels, by their maſters or mil- 


trefles ſhall from henceforth be delivered to keep, and 
who 
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who ſhall withdraw themſelves from their mafters or 
miſtreſſes, and go away with the ſaid goods, &c. or any part 
thereof, with an intent to ſteal the ſame contrary to the 
truſt and confidence in them placed ; orſhall, being in the 
ſervice of their maſters or miſtreſſes, embezzle the ſame 
caſkets, jewels, money, goods, or chattels, or any part 
thereof, without the aſſent of ſuch maſter or miſtreſs, or 
otherwiſe convert the ſame to their own uſe with like in- 
tent to ſteal, that then, if ſuch caſkets, jewels, money, 
goods, or chattels, be of the value of 40s. or upwards, the 
{aid falſe, fraudulent, or untrue att of the ſervant ſhall 
henceforth be deemed and adjudged felony (a). The faid 
act not to extend to apprentices, or to any perſons under 
the age of 18 years, who are to remain as before the paſſing 
thereof (/). 

On this ſtatute it has been held, 

1. That it extends to ſuch perſons only as were ſervants 
to the owner of the goods, both at the time they were 
committed to their care, and alſo at the time of their being 
ſtolen. 1 Hawk. P. C. gg. 

2. That it extends to ſuch goods only as were expreſsly 
delivered to the ſervant to keep, &c. and that therefore a 
ſervant who embezzles rents, or other money, or who be- 
ing entruſted to ſell goods, departs with the money, is not 
within the ſtatute. Dyer, 5 pl. 2. 3 Inſt. 103. 1 Hawk. 
P. C. 92. 

But it has likewiſe been held, that if a ſervant to whom 
goods are delivered to keep, receive them from the wife 
of his maſter, or from another ſervant, it is as much felony

VI. The Duty on Servants, 


Relative to the duty on ſervants, it is enacted by 25 
Geo. 3. c. 43. $ 3. that every perſon who ſhall retain or 
employ any male ſervant, ſhall pay the following yearly 
jums, VIZ.

For one male ſervant the ſum of 1 5 | 
For two ditto — — — 1 5 each, 
For three and not more than four 1 10 each, 
For five and not more than ſeven 1 15 each. 
For cight and not more than ten 2 0 each. 
For eleven and upwards — 3 0 each. 


and further that every perſon f the age of 21 years and up- 
wards, never having been married, ſhall pay the annual ſum 
of 1“. 5s. for each male ſervant, over and above the du- 
tics before mentioned. 

And by 31 Geo. g. c. 5. and 33 Geo. 3. c. 28. it is pro- 
vided, that there ſhall be paid upon the groſs amount of 
the duty with which any perſon ſhall be chargeable for ſer- 
vants, the further ſum of 10/. per cent. per ann. and ſo in 
proportion for any leſs ſum. _ 

And by the ſaid act 25 Geo. 3. the ſaid duties are deela- 
red to extend toall ſervants employed in the capacities of 
maitre d'hotel, houſe ſteward, maſter of the horſe, groom 
of the chamber, valet de chambre, butler, under butler, 
clerk of the kitchen, confeRioner, cook, houſe porter, foot- 


man, running footman, coachman, groom, poſtilion, ſta- 
ble 
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dle boy, helper in ſtables, gardener, (not being a day la- 
bourer) park keeper, game keeper, huntſman, whipper-in, 
waiter in a tavern, coffee houſe, inn, alchouſe, or other 
houſe licenſed to ſell wine, ale, beer, or other liquors by 
retail, (except occaſional waiters,) or by whatever other 
name ſuch ſervants really acting in the capacities aforeſaid, 
ſhall be called, or whether they ſhall be employed in one 
or more of them, or other buſineſs jointly therewith. 

And it is provided that the duty on coachmen, grooms, 
poſtilions, or helpers, let out to hire by way of j2b, ſhall be 
paid by the maſter for whzſe uſe they ſhall be employed; 
and fo of gardeners retained by any perſon for the care ot 
any garden. | 

And that no perſon ſhall be exempt from the payment 
of the duties in reſpect of any ſuch ſervant on account of 
his being bound as an apprentice, except they be pariſh 
apprentices, not exceeding two, impoſed on the maſter by 
overſcers, &c. and thoſe are not to be exempt, if employed 
as livery ſervants (a). 

Provided that nothing in the aforeſaid act ſhall extend 
to any male ſervant who ſhall be employed really, truly, 
and bana fide for the purpoſes of huſbandry, farming, graz- 
ing, the dairv, manufacture, or of any other trade or cal- 
ing, (except innkeepers, &c. before mentioned) by which 
the maſter ſhall carn a livelihood. 

Nor to any butler, manciple, cook, gardener, or porter 
of any college, or hall, in either of the univerſities, or 
the eolleges of Weſtminſter, Eaton, or Wincheſter, nor 
to the hoſpitals of Chriſt, St. Bartholomew, Bridewell, 
Bethlehem, St. Thomas or Grays, or the Foundling ; 
nor to the ſervants of any of the royal family, or of any 
ambaſſador or foreign miniſter reſiding in this kingdom.

Nor to the ſervant of any officer ſerving in any regiment.” 


of horſe or dragoons under the rank, or who ſhall not 
receive the pay of a field officer, ſo that he retains no 
more than ane ſervant ; nor to the ſervant of any officer in 


(a) But it is ſaid that if they do nat afually wear a livery they are exempted 
dhe clauſe bowever they may be employed. 
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any regiment of artillery, infantry, or marines, or cor 

of engineers, provided ſuch ſervant be actually a ſoldier 
in the regiment or company to which ſuch officer be- 
longs, nor to the ſervants of any officer in the navy, ſuch 


ſervant being borne upon the books of the ſhip to which 


ſuch officer may belong. 

Nor to one only ſervant of any officer on half pay, be- 
longing either to the navy, army, or marines, and diſa- 
bled in his majeſty's ſervice. 

Upon this act of 25 Geo. 3. the following caſes have 
been determined (a). 

A boy of 12 years of age, fatherleſs, and taken out of 
charity, was employed as an errand boy : he received no 
wages but cloaths and board ; he wore no livery, nor 
waited at table except two or three times when his maſter 
was at a public dinner; he went on errands, cleaned ſhoes, 
ſharpencd knives, ſwept the garden, lighted the fire, and 
did other occaſional buſineſs in the houſe 3 upon an appeal 
from an aſſeſſment, he was adjudged to come under the 
deſcription of a male ſervant, ac/ing in the capacity of a foot- 
man, and therefore rateable. 

And ſo when a man lived with his maſter as a day-man, 
drove the plough and did other bufinefs in huſbandry, for 
which he was paid by the week ; but who ſometimes drove his 
maſter's coach (when, and at no other time he had his 
victuals,) it was determined that he was aſſeſſable as 2 
coachman. 

A clergyman who collected his tythes kept a boy, 
whom he hircd as a huſbandman, and who was employed 
chiefly in huſbandry-matters, but alſo looked after a 
chaiſe and riding horſe of his maſter's, together with 
other horſes, and oecaſionally attended his miſtreſs when 


: ſhe rode out. This boy was held to be ratcable as a foot- 


man or groom: 
But in another caſe where a maſter had lands in his 
own occupation of the annual value of 4ol. and only

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one ſervant to do the work, it was determined that this 
ſervant was not chargeable as a groom, though it was 
admitted that he ſometimes cleaned his maſter's horſe, 
&e. 

In the caſe of a gardener the facts were, that the gar- 
dener had agreed to keep a perſon's garden in order at fo 
much a ycar, and went there as often cr ſeldom as he 
pleaſed ; he was alſo employed by other perſons for the 
{ame purpoſe, and he occalionally worked in gardens as a 
day-labourer ; he was adjudged to be chargeable. 

But in another caſe nearly ſimilar, where however it 
appeared that the gardener was paid by the weck for the 
work he occathonally did, and that the maſter's coachman 
pruned the trees of the garden, and did the principal 
part of a gardener's office, and had extra wages on that 
account, it was held that the gardener could be deemed 
only a day-labourer, and therefore not atletiable. 

In regard to gamekeepers it has been determined that 
in order to come within the meaning of the act they muſt 
be the actual and proper ſervants of the lord of the manor, 
for though all gamekeepers are rateable by the ſerms of the 
act, the judges have held that gentiemen to whom lords 
of manors may grant deputations are not chargeable be- 
-auſe they cannot be deemed his ſervants. 

Nor is an aſſiſtant to a gamekeeper, hired by the day 
tor the ſporting ſeaſon, rateable as a gamekeeper, becauſe 
here can be but one gamekeeper to the ſame manor. 

The huntſman of a ſubſcription pack, though the ſer- 
vant of no one in particular, but of all the members, 
was held rateable like any other huatſman. 

Waiters, &c. attending the houſes for the ſeaſon at 
watering-places are chargeable like other waiters and 
Jervants, though they receive no wages, nor have any 
connection with their maſters after the ſeaſon is over. 

But oſtlers, chaiſe-drivers, and helpers in inns and 
other ſuch like places are held not to be chargeable if 
* a for the ſole and only purpoſe of carrying on chat 
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Many queſtions have ariſen as to what perſons, employ. 
ed by men in buſineſs, partly in the concerns of the trade, 
and partly for other purpoſes, are to be deemed ſervants 
within the proper conſtruction of the act; the principal 
decifions which have taken place are the following. 

A tradeſman had two ſervants whom he hired and paid 
by the week, and who did not board or lodge in the 
houſe, they were generally employed in carrying out 
goods of their maſter's with horſes kept principally for 
that purpoſe, they looked after theſe horſes, and alſo uſed 
occaſionally to wait in the ſhop and go on errands, as well 
for the family as in matters of the trade, they likewiſe 
cleaned ſhoes and knives ; in this caſe it was determined 
that the maſter was not chargeable for them as ſervants, 

And ſo alſo a boy employed in a ſimilar manner by his 
maſter, who was a draper, was held to be not chargeable, 
though he boarded and lodged in the houſe, he not wear- 
ing a livery or waiting at table. 

A like determination was given in regard to the fer- 
vant of a ſchoolmaſter employed in cleaning the boys 
thocs and other family matters, it appearing that he was 
hired and retained by his maſter for the ſole purpoſe of 
his calling as a ſchoolmaſter. 

And the ſame was held in reſpect of the boy of a ſur- 
geon and apothecary employed in carrying out medicines, 
cleaning the ſhop, looking after the horſes, and cleaning 
boots and ſhoes. 

But otherwiſe when the boy beſides . the above 
buſineſs alſo wazed at his maſter's table.

5 OF APPRENTIC ES. 


A* Apprentice, from the French verb apprendre, to 
learn, is one who is bound by indenture to another, 
for a certain term of years for the purpoſe of being taught 
his maſter's trade or profeſſion. 
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For the greater perſpicuity in treating of ſo extenſive 
and important a branch of our ſubje& as that of appren- 
tices, we ſhall diſtribute our matter into ſeveral diſtin& 
heads, and conſider 


I. To what trades the neceſſity of ſerving an appren- 
ticeſhip extends. 

II. What perſons are capable of binding themſelves 
apprentice ; and who are compellable to be bound ap- 
prentice. 


III. Who are permitted to take apprentices ; and who 
are compellable to take them. 


[V.*The mode of binding an apprentice ; and the in- 
rollment and duties of indentures of apprenticeſhip: 


v. The intereſt which a maſter has in the ſervice of his 


apprentice, and the authority he may exerciſe over him. 


VI. Of turning over, or aſſigning apprentices to other 


maſters ; the death of the maſter before the expiration of 


the apprenticeſhip ; and the eonſequence of the maſter's 
becoming a bankrupt. 


i, Of the Neceſſity of ſerving an Apprenticeſh:þ as 4 Qualifi- 
cation to practiſe a Trade or Prof:ſſun. 


At the common law, every perſon was at liberty to fol- 
low whatever trade or profeſſion he choſe, without any 
previous tuition or apprenticeſhip ; but this being found 
very miſchievous and detrimental to the public by fre- 
quently inducing people to exerciſe trades in which they 
nad little or no experience or {kill ; and with a view of 
bringing up young perſons in the habits of application and 
ntultry. 11 C. 54. 2 Bulſ. 191. It is enacted by 5 
Elif. c. 4. that it ſhall not be lawful for any p:rſon or per- 
ſons other than ſuch as then did lawfully exerciſe any 
art, myſtery, or manual occupation, to ſet up, uſe, or 
excicile any craft, myſtery, or manual occupation then 
uſed within the realm of England or Wales, except he 
mall have been brought up therein ſeven years at the 
leaft, as an apprentice, according to that ſtatute: or elſe 
g | having 
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having ſerved as an apprentice as aforeſaid, ſhall be- 
come a journeyman, or hired by the year, upon fine that 
every perſon wilfully offending ſhall forfeit 4os. per 
month, half to the king, and half to the proſecutor, 

But by 6 and 7. Will. c. 17. it is provided, that any ap- 
prentice who ſhall diſcover two offenders guilty of coining, 
ſo as that they may be convicted, he ſhall be deemed a 
freeman, and exerciſe his trade without moleſtation, as if 
he had ſerved his full time. 

And by 3 Geo. 3. c. 8. it is enacted, that any officer, 
mariner, or ſoldier, who has been employed in his ma- 
jeſty's ſervice, and not deſerted, may lawfully exerciſe 
any trade he may be fit for, without ſerving an apprentice- 
ſhip thereto. 

In expounding the ſtatute of 5 Eliz. we ſhall conſider, 
1. What the trades are to which it extends. 2. What 
ſort of following is intended by the ſtatute. 3. What kind 
of ſervice is deemed ſufficient within the ſaid act. 4. In 
what courts actions on that ſtatute are to be proſecuted.

But it has been determined that there are many trades 
within the equity and general verds of the ſtatute, beſides 
thoſe particularly ſpecified. 1 Salk. br. though it muſt be 
ſome trade which was exercifed at or prior to the paſſing 
of the act (a) Palm. 528. 1 Sid. 175. and not any art or 
myſtery ſince invented. 1 Rol. Rep. to. 1 Vent. 526, 546. 
but ſee 1 Stra. 663. 2 Ld. Raym. 1410. 

And this being a penal law, in derogation of the com- 
mon law, and in reſtraint of that free and unlimited right 
which every man naturally has to exerciſe whatever trade 
he pleaſes, the courts have in proſecutions on this ſtatute, 
always leaned as much as they could, in favour of the 
defendant; and it has been adjudged that it extends to 
ſuch trades, &c. only, as require {kill and experience (6), 
the words of the ſtatute being craf! or myſlery, 8 C. 130. 
and that therefore a merchant, huſbandman, gardener, &c. 
are not within the ſtatute, nor a hempdreſſer (c). Cro. Car.

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But it is clearly agreed that the trades of a brewer, 
baker, or cook, are within the ſtatute, as unſkilfulneſs 
therein might be very injurious to the lives and healths 
of his majeſty's ſubjeas ; but a man may exerciſe any of 
them in his own houſe for the convenience of his family, 
&c. 11 C. 54. Hob. 183, 211. 

2. As to what ſhall be deemed a following within this 
ſtatute. 

It is held that the following a trade within the intent of 
this ſtatute, muſt be with a view to get a livelihood by it, 
and that therefore the uſing the trade of a brewer, baker, 
cook, taylor, and the like, ina private family, is no in- 
fringement upon the ſtatute. 11 Ca. 54. Hab. 183. 

But in a caſe where the defendant being a Turkey mer- 
chant, exported woollen manufactures, and employed 
clothiers (who had ſerved their apprenticeſhip) to work 
in his own houſe, and dyers to dye his cloths; he was 
held to be within the ſtatute, though the cloth was made 
for his own merchandize only, and by perſons properly 
qualified ; for in this caſe it was ſaid, they were hireling 
ſervants, and not traders, he being the trader who received 
the profits: and theſe cloths were not confined to the uſe 
of the defendant's family, but employed in commerce; 
and whether they were vended in England or in Turkey 
was immaterial. 2 Salk, 610. 

And if a coachmaker keeps wheelwrights to make his 
wheels, curriers to dreſs his leather, &c. it is againſtthe 
ſtatute, for it is the coachmaker who receives the proſits 
of the ſeveral trades, and the workmen are but his ſer- 
vants. Curth. 163. , 

And ſo where a man kept journeymen ſhoemakers to 
make ſhoes for exportation, it was reſolved to be excr- 
_— the trade of a ſhoemaker within the ſtatute. Id 
164. | 

But it has been adjudged that the mere entering into 
partnerſhip with a tradeſman and ſharing the profits, and 


ſtanding the riſks without perſonally interfering in the 


buſineſs, is not within the ſtatute. 1 Bur. 2. 
3 | Nor 
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Nor is a journeyman, who is not a tradeſman, but a 
ſervant ; the act was meant to prevent maſters only from 
ſetting up trades without being qualified by a previous ap- 
prenticeſhip, or from employing others without ſuch qua- 
lification, but was never intended to extend to ſervants or 
journeymen employed in the trade. 4 Bur. 2450. 

The ſtatute does not reſtrain a man from exerciſing as 
many trades together as he pleaſes, ſo that he has ſerved 
an apprenticeſhip to them all, or otherwiſe exerciſed them 
for the term of 7 years. Curth. 163. 

Therefore, when one who had been apprentice to, and 
for ſome time followed the trade of a glazier, afterwards 
exerciſed the trade of a carpenter for the ſpace of q years, 
it was objected, that, being originally bred up to the trade 
of a glazier he could not follow two trades, both glazier 
and carpenter ; but / the court there is no law at this day 
againſt one man's following ſeveral trades ; and without 
the leaſt doubt, a man may follow twenty trades if he has 
worked at or followed each trade ſeven years. 2 Hilfe 
168, ; 

It was formerly doubted whether the ſtatute extended 
to villages in the country (ſee 3 Bac. Abr. 553.) and in Ball 
v Cobus, 1 Bur. 367. it was moved that the information 
might be quaſhed, on the ground that the act was intended 
for the benefit of corporations only, and extended to no 
place leſs than a city, market town, or corporation ; but 
per Ld. Mansfie/d, there is nothing in the act to reſtrain it 
to a city, market town, or corporation: and per Fer, J. 
many trades are carried on entirely in villages, particu- 
larly the cloth trade in Yorkſhire. | 

2. Whatis deemed a ſufficient ſervice within the ſtatute. 

t is not neceſſary that a perſon ſhould have been actu- 


ally bound apprenticc in order to qualify him to ſet up A tion. 


trade, for it has becn held that the following or working 
at a trade for the term of 7 years, is a ſufficient qualifica- 
tion within the intent of the ſtatute. 1 Salt. 67. 2 Ibid 
613. ä 

And 
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And ſo where in an action brought upon this ſtatute, it 
appeared that the defendant had for 7 years and upwards 
been employed by his father in the trade, but had never 
been bound apprentice, he was adjudged ſufficiently qua- 
lified within the ſtatute. Carth. 163, 

And therefore, alſo, a wife who has lived with her huſ- 
band in the buſineſs for a term of 7 years, may continue 
to carry on the trade after his death, and likewiſe a ſecond 
huſband of ſuch woman, having been married to her for 
ſeven years, may go on with the trade after her deceaſe. 
Ibid. and Ca. Law and Eq. 70. Bul. Ni. Pri. 139. 

And where a perſon has been employed ſeven years in 
a trade without exercifing it, it matters not whether the 
perſon with whom he has ſo lived have a right to exerciſe 
the trade or not, for all that is requiſite is, that he be 
employed in it for a term of 7 years. bid. 

And ſuch ſervice or employment need not have been 
within the realm, it may have bcen partly in England, 
and partly elſewhere, or wholly elſewhere. 3 Keb. 550. 
Ca. Law and Eq. 70. 1 Sulk. 67. 

4. Where actions on this ſtatute are to be proſecuted. 

By tat. 31 Eliz. c. 5. it is enacted, that “ all ſuits for 
uſing a trade without having been brought up in the ſame, 
ſhall be proſecuted at the general quarter ſeſſions of the 
peace, or aſſizes of the ſame county, where ſuch offence 
ſhall be committed, or in the leet within which it ſhall 
happen; and not in any wiſe out of the ſame county 
where ſuch offence ſhall happen, or be committed.” 

But it is to be obſerved, that the ſtatute does not reſtrain 
a ſuit being commenced in the King's Bench or Exche- 
quer, for ſuch offence happening in the ſame county 
where theſe courts are ſitting, for the words of the ſtatute 


are not that a ſuit ſhall not be brought in any other court, 


but any other county, and the prerogative of the ſuperior 
courts 1s not to be reſtrained without expreſs words. Cs. 
Ja. 178. Heb. 184. 1 Salk. 373. 


But where the offence is committed in a different county, 


it ſhould ſeem that a ſuit jn thcſe courts out of the county

II. What Perſons are capable of binding themſelves Apprentice, 
and what Perſons are compellable to be bound. 

1. Who may bind himſelf apprentice. 

Any perſon, even an infant, under the.age of 21 years, 
may bind himſelf apprentice. 

Yet by the common law, perſons under the age of 21 
years cannot bind themſelves in ſuch a manner as to entitle 
their maſter to an action for breach of the articles, or for 
departing his ſervice, which makes it proper, according to 
the uſual practice, for the father or fome other friend of 
the apprentice, to engage for the faithful diſcharge of his 
duty for the term agreed upon. 11 C. 89. 3 Bac. Abr. 547. 

Unleſs by the cuſtom of Landon, where an infant, un- 
married, and above the age of 14 years, may bind him- 
ſelf apprentice to a freeman of London by indenture and 
covenants, which will be as binding as if he were of full 
age (o). Moor 134. 1 Mad. 271. 2 Buff. 192. 

On account of the inconvenience ariſing from infants 
not being at common law bound by their indentures, the 
act of 5 Eliz. c. 4. provides that all perſons who ſhall

in any art, ſcience, occupation, or labour, although he 
ſhall be within the age of 21 years at the time of entering 
into ſuch apprenticeſhip, ſhall nevertheleſs be obliged to 
ſerve for the 'term in ſaid indentures ſpecified? as amply 
and largely, to every intent, as if the ſame apprentices 
were of full age at the time of making ſuch mdentures, 

But notwithſtanding this ſtatute, it has been adjudped 
that, no action of covenant is maintainable againſt an ap- 
prentice for leaving his maſter's ſervice without leave, for 
though an infant under 21 may bind himſelf an apprentice, 
and by continuing ſuch for 7 years is qualified to follow 
his trade, yet, neither by this ſtatute, nor by the common 
law, will a covenant or obligation bind him ſo as to ſub- 
ject him to an action (a). Cro. Car. 179. Cs. Fac. 494. 

It, however, the father or other friend of the appten- 
tice, 1s made a party to the indenture, the maſter may have 
an action of covenant againſt fuch perſon for any breach 
of the articles by the apprentice. 8 Mad. 191. 2 Doug, 
518, 

But though an infant apprentice is not bound by his in- 
denture ſo as to have an action brought againſt him, yet 
it has been held that he may be compelled (under this 
ſtatute it 1s preſumed) to continne his ſervice till the ex- 
piration of his term (6) ; for when an apprentice ran away 
from his maſter for the purpoſe of avoiding his indenture 
on the ground of its having been entered into during his 
minority, he was remanded back by the court of King's 
Bench, on appeal from the juſtices (e). Culd. 26. 

In a later caſe, however, it was clearly held that infants

2. Who are compellable to be bound apprentice. 

By the before mentioned ſtatute of 5 Eliz. c. 4. it is alſo 
further enacted that every perſon under the age of 21 years, 
who ſhall be required by any houſeholder uſing half a 
plough land in tillage, to be an apprentice in huſbandry, 
or other art or myſtery, or ſcience, before expreſſed, he 
ſhall be compellable.thereto, and if he refuſe, upon com- 
plaint of ſuch houſcholder made to the juſtice, or to the 
mayor, bailiff, or head officer; and ſuch juſtice, &c. ſhall 
think the perſon meet to ſerve, he may be committed unto 
ward, there to remain until he be contented, and will be 
bound to ſerve as an apprentice. 

And by 43 Eliz. c. 2. it ſhall be lawful for the church- 
wardens and overſeers of the poor (a), by the aſſent of 
two juſtices, to bind ſuch poor children, whoſe parents 
they ſhall judge not able to maintain them, apprentices, 
where they ſhall ſce convenient, till ſuch child, being a 
boy (0), ſhall attain the age of 21 years; and being a girl, 
till that age, or marriage; and the ſame ſhall be as binding 
and effectual to every purpoſe, as if ſuch child were of 


full age, and by indenture of covenant bound him or her- 
ſelf. 


III. Vhs are allowed to tale Apprentices, and who are com- 
pellable to take them, 


1. Who may take apprentices. 

By 5 Eliz. c. 4. fee. 25. it is provided, for the bene- 
it and encouragement of huſbaudry, that every houſe- 
holder uſing half a plough land (c) in tillage, may take

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as an apprenticc, by indenture, any perſon between the 
age of 10 and 18 years, to ſerve in huſbandry, until ſuck 
perſon be of the age of 21 years at the leaſt, or of 24 
years, if the parties ſhall ſo agree. 

And by the ſame act, ſec. 26 and 28. it is further provi. 
ded, that every houſeholder being of the age of 24 years, 
dwelling in any city, town, corporation, or market town, 
and uſing any art, myſtery, or manual occupation there, 
may take the child of any freeman not occupying huſ- 
bandry, nor being a labourer, and inhabiting in any ſuch 
city, town, corporation, or market town, to ſerve and be 
bound as an apprentice after the cuſtom of London, for 
ſeven years at the leaſt, ſo that the term of ſuch apprentice 
do not expire before he be of the age of 24 years. 

But theſe ſections ſhall not extend to any merchant traf. 
ficking beyond ſea, or to any mercer, draper, goldſmilh, .iron- 
manger, embraiderer, or clothier, unleſs the own ſons of ſuch 
perſons, or unleſs the father or mother of the apprentice 
taken have frechold lands of the value of 4os. a year, if 
the maſter inhabit in a city, or town corporate, and y/. 
a year, if he inhabit in any market town not corporate. 

And further, ſec. 30. it ſhall be lawful for any /mith, 
wheelwright, ploughwright, millwright, carpenter, rough- 
maſon, plaiſterer, ſawyer, limeburner, brickmaker, 
bricklayer, tiler, later, helier, tilemaker, linenweaver, 
turner, cooper, miller, earthen- potter, woollen weaver, 
(weaving houſewives, or woollen cloth only), fuller, 
burner of oar and wood-aſhes, thatcher, or ſhingler, 
whereſocver he ſhall dwell, to take the ſon of any perſon as an 
apprentice, 

All indentures, covenants, promiſes, and bargains for 
taking or keeping of apprentices contrary to the ſaid ad, 
are declared to be void (a), and the offender to forfeit 100. 
half to the king, and half to the proſecutor ; or if a cor-

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poration, then according to the charter. The ſaid act 
thall in no wife extend to or control the cities of London 
or Norwich. 

And by 5 Eliz. c. 5. every owner of a ſhip or veſſel, and 
every houſeholder cxercifing the trade of the ſeas, by fiſhing 
or otherwiſe, and every gunner, or cannoneer, and every 
ſhipwright, are allowed to take apprentices for the term 
of ten years, or under, and ſuch apprentices, being above 
the age of 7 years, ſhall be bound by their covenants, as by 
the cuſtom of London, ſo that the articles of a apprenticeſhip 
are bv indenture and duly enrolled. 

Alſo by 1 Jac. 1. c. 25. H 2t.1bid. c. 28. and 3 Car. 1. c. 4. 
all perſons to whom the overſeers of the poor ſhall, agree- 
ably to 43 Eliz. bind any children apprentices, may take 
and keep them as apprentices. | 

But by 1. Jac. 1. c. 17. $ 3. 5. it is provided, that no 
hatmaker ſhall have above two apprentices at one time, 
nor thoſe for any leſs term than 7 years, on pain of 5l. a 
month, half to the king, and half to the proſecutor ; the 
{aid act not to extend to a man's own ſon, in his own houſe, 
ſo as he be bound by indenture for 7 years, and his term 
do not expire before he be twenty-two years of age. 

And by 13 and 14 Car. 2.c. 5. $18. no weaver of ſtuffs 
in Narfolk and N:rwich ſhall have above two apprentices 
in the faid trade, on pain of 5/. a month to the king. 

2, Who compellable to take apprentices. 

We have ſeen that by 43 Eliz. c. 2. churchwardens and 
overſeers of the poor are authorized by the aſſent of two 
juſtices, to bind oyt poor children as apprentices, and as 
they may put them out, thoſe to whom they are put may 
coniequently be compelled to reccive them (a). 1 Salk. 
67. 

And by 8 and 9 Will. 3. c. 30. where any poor children 
ſhall be appointed to be bound apprentice, purſuant to the 
act of 43 Eliz. the perſon to whom they are ſo appointed 
ſhall receive them and provide for them according to the

indenture, 
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indenture, and on refuſing ſo to do, he ſhall forfeit 100. 
to be levied by diſtreſs and fale,—with liberty of appeal to 
the quarter ſeſſions. 

And by 20 Ceo. 3. c. 36. it is enacted, that the perſons 
to whom any poor children ſhall be appointed to be bound 
apprentice in purſuance of any act made for the relief of 
the poor, in any particular incorporated hundreds, or diſtricts, 
fuch perſons ſhall be compellable to receive and provide 
for ſuch children according to the indentures executed by 
the directors or acting guardians of the poor of thoſe pla- 
ces, in like manner as perſons are obliged to receive and 
provide for poor children appointed there by churchwar- 
dens and overſeers under a like penalty of 1o/. 

On theſe ſtatutes it has been determined (notwithſtand- 
ing a clauſe in the latter that it ſhall not extend to any 
but inhabitants and occupiers of land in the pariſh) that 
though a perſon is not reſident in the pariſh, yet if he 
occupy lands in the pariſh, he is compellable to receive 
a pariſh apprentice; for, by Kenyan, C. J. the general 
object of theſe acts is to compel all thoſe who have any 
property in the pariſh to contribute their due proportion 
towards the maintenance of the poor ; and the receiving 
apprentices is one mode of doing this. 3 Term Rep. 107, 
Ibid. 523. 

Alſo by 2 and 3 An. c. 16. 8. all maſters and owners 
of ſhips of from 3o to 50 tons burthen ſhall be obliged to 
take one pariſh apprentice, and one more for the next 50 
tons, and one more for every one hundred tons which 
ſuch ſhip ſhall excced the burden of 100 tons: and ſuch 
maſter or owner refuſing to take ſuch apprentice fhall for- 
feit 10/. for the uſe of the poor of the pariſh, 

But no maſter ſhall be obliged to take any ſuch appren- 
tice under the age of 13'years, or who ſhall not appear to 
be fitly qualified, both as to health and ftrength of body, 
tor the purpo:e, 
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Iv. Of the Manner of binding Apprentices ; and the Enrollment 
and Duty »f the Indentures. 


Having ſeen to what trades an apprenticefhip muſt be 
ſerved, who may bind themſelves, and who may take ap- 
preatices, We now procced to ſhew in what manner an 
apprentice is to be bound. 

And this muſt be as directed by ſtat. 4 Eliz. c. 4. by in- 
denture, that is by writing indented (a), or eut in a waly- 
ing line at the top, or fide; and in the indenture he mult 
be expreſly mentioned as an apprentice, or elſe he is not, 
in law, an apprentice, though he be otherwiſe regularly 
bound. 1 Se. Caſes, 284. And as he muſt be retained 
by deed, ſo he cannot, it is faid, be diſcharged but by 
deed. 2 Ld. Raym. 1117. | 

And it is further neceflary that the apprentice be him- 
ſelf a party to, and ſign the indenture, as was determined 
1 Salk. 479. 

The indenture muſt alſo by 8 Ann, c. 9. bear date on

the day it is executed, and the money or other thing given 


or contracted for with an apprentice, muſt be inſerted in 
words at length (6), otherwiſe the maſter ſhall forfeit dou- 
ble the value of the ſum given. 

It would be unneceffary to ſay that the maſter muſt be 
of the age of 21 years, only for the ſake of obſerving that 
though he be under that age, yet it has been determined 
that the indentures ſhall not, on that account, be abſo- 
lutely void, but only voidable at the inſtance of the par- 
ties, and the apprentice ſhall, if he ſerve his time, be 
nevertheleſs entitled to the benefit of his apprenticeſhip.

By the cuſtom of London, and of om! other places, it 
is neeeſſary that indentures of apprenticethip ſhould be en-

By the ſeveral acts of parliament relative to the ſtamp 
duties, it is enatted, that all indentures of apprenticeſhip 
(except of pariſh apprentices) ſhall be impreſſed with 
the ſtamp of a duty amounting to 75. and without ſuch 
ſtamp the ſame ſhall not be admitted as evidence of the 
binding in any court of juſtice, 

Indentures of pariſh, or of charity children ſhall be 
ſtamped with a ſixpenny ſtamp. 

And beſides ſuch ſtamp duty it is provided by 8 An. c. g. 
that the duty of 64. in the pound ſhall be paid for every 
ſum of 5ol. or leſs, and one ſhilling per pound for every ſum 
above 5ol. given with an apprentice, and proportionally 
for greater or leſs ſums ; the ſame to be paid by the maſ- 
ter; and if any thing not being money be given with an 
apprentice, the duty ſhall be eſtimated by the value of the 
thing ſo given or contratted for (6b). 

The ſaid duties, however, are not to extend to any ap- 
prentice put out at the common charge of the pariſh, or 
at the expence of any public charity (c). 

And the ſaid indentures of apprenticeſhip, if excentad

21. if the maſter ſhall neglect to pay 
the duty within the time limited, he ſhall forfeit gol. 
half to the king, and half, with full coſts of ſuit, to him 
who ſhall ſue for the ſame. And, further, by 11 Geo. 2. 
c. 22. if the ſaid duties and penaltzes ſhall be neglected to 
be paid as aforeſaid, he ſhall beſides all other penalties, 
forfeit double the ſaid duties. 

And by 20 Geo. 2. c. 45. if after the maſter has for- 
feited the double duty, the apprentice ſhall, in the preſence 
of one witneſs, or in writing, under his hand, ſigned in 
the preſence of one witneſs, require his maſter to pay the 
lame, and he ſhall not do it within 3 months, and ſuch 
apprentice ſhall, either before or within 2 years after the 
determination of his apprenticeſhip, pay ſuch duty, he 
may, within 3 months after ſuch payment, demand of his 
maſter double the ſum contracted for in his indenture, 
and may recover the ſame, unleſs paid within 3 months, 
by attion at law. And if the time of ſuch apprentice 
ſhall not have expired when he ſhall pay ſuch duties, he 
ſhall (if he ſignify a deſire thereof to his maſter in writing 
under his hand) be diſcharged from his apprenticeſhip, 
and have the ſame benefit of the time he may have ſerved, 
as if he were aſſigned or turned over to a new maſter.

V. Concerning the Intereſt which a Maſter has in the Service of 
his Apprentice ; and the Authority he may exerciſe over him. 


I. The intereſt a maſter has in the ſervice of his ap- 
prentice. 

The maſter has a right to the labour of his apprentice 
during the whole term of his apprenticeſhip, and there- 
fore by 6 Geo. 3. c. 25. it is provided, that if any appren- 
tice, (with whom a ſum leſs than 10/. was given as a pre- 
mium, ſhall abſent himſelf from his maſter's ſervice 
before the term of his apprenticeſhip ſhall be expired, 
ſuch apprentice ſhall, whenever he can be found, (unleſs 
it be 7 years ſince the term of his apprenticeſhip has expi- 
red) be compelled to return to and ſerve his maſter for ſo

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long a time as he ſhall have abſented himſelf, unleſs he 
(hall make ſuch ſatisfaction to his maſter, for the loſs ſuſ- 
tained by his abſence, as a juſtice ſhall order; and ſo from 
time to time as often as any ſueh apprentice ſhall without 
leave abſent himſelf before the term of his contract be 
completed; and in caſe ſuch apprentice ſhall refuſe to 
ſerve, or to make ſatisfaction, he may be committed to a 
houſe of correction for a time not exceeding 3 months 
Liberty is allowed of appealing to the quarter ſeſſions, giv- 
ing fix days notice to the juſtice, and to the parties. 

The ſaid act not to leſſen the juriſdiction of the cham- 
berlain of the city of London, or any court within the 
ſaid city. ; 

Whateyer an apprentice may acquire before the expi- 
ration of his apprenticeſhip will alſo be the property of 
his maſter, 

Thetefore, where the widow of a waterman took an 
apprentice, who went to ſea and earned two tickets ; the 
tickets were adjudged to his miſtreſs ; for it was ſaid that 
whatever the apprentice gained, he gained to his maſter, 
and whether he was legally apprenticed or not, was imma- 
terial, for it was enough if he was fo in fact. 1 Salk. 68. 

And it is a common caſe for maſters to recover the 
wages earned by runaway apprentices at ſea, from the 
parents or others who receive ſuch wages. 3 Bac. Abr. 
559- 

And in a caſe of firigular hardſhip on the apprentice, 
the fame rule of law was recognized by Ld. Hardwicke, 
1 I.. 83, In the cafe alluded to, the apprentice quitted 
his maſter's ſervice againſt his conſent, and went on 
board a privateer, which afterwards took a prize of which 
the apprentice's ſhare was 12001. which ſum the maſter 
claimed, and upon a bill filed by the apprentice, his lord- 
ſhip ſaid, that in general, the maſter was entitled to all 
the apprentice might earn, and conſequently when he rung 
away and goes to a different buſineſs, the maſter is entitled 
at law to all his earnings, and in this caſe there is nothing 
in equity to relieve, But he ſaid he would ſend the caſe 
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to be tried at law, unleſs the parties would agree to com-

VI. Of affigning or turning over Apprentices to other Maflers. 


An apprentice's being placed out to a particular perſon 
1s ſuppoſed to ariſe from the good opinion which is enter- 
tained of him, with whom he is placed, who is expected 
not only to inſtru him in his trade, but alſo to be watch- 
ful over his health and ſafety ; and therefore the law has 
conſidered it as ſuch a perſonal truſt and confidence, that 
the maſter cannot aſſign or transfer him over to another, 
neither can he ſend him abroad, though under pretence of 
improvement, (unleſs by expreſs agreement, or the nature 
ct the buſineſs require, and imply ſuch a power, as that 
of a ſailor, &c.) for he muſt have him under his own care 
and inſpection (a). 3 Bac. Abr. 555. 

And ſo 12 Mid. 441. a maſter cannot aſſign over his 
2pprentice, as he may another chattel, but it muſt be with 
his own conſent ; for the perſon of a man is not legally 
atlignable. See alſo Bur. Sett. Ca. 135. 

But though an apprentice is not ſtrictly aſſignable, or 
transmiſſable, yet, per Ld. Mansfield, if he remain with

his apprentice a voyage to the Eaſt Indies, though in company with other ſur- 
zeons, and the better to inſtruct him in the art of ſurgery, was a breach of 


the covenant by which he bound himſelf to retain, keep, and employ the ſaid 
apprentice in his own houſe and ſervice. See Heb. 134 
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the conſent of all parties, and his own, it is a eontinuance 
of the apprenticeſhip to the purpoſe of gaining a ſettle. 
ment, 

And though a maſter cannot aſſign his apprentice ſo as 
to make him apprentice to his aſſignee, yet the aſſign- 
ment is not void, but is valid as a contract and agreement 
between the two maſters that the apprentice ſhall ſerve 
the remainder of his term with the ſecond, and ſo it is a 
ſervice as an apprentice (a), per Holt, 1 Ld. Raymond. 683. 

By the cuſtom of London, however, a maſter being a 
freeman, may turn over his apprentice to another freeman, 
and ſuch ſecond maſter ſhall have the ſame benefit of the 
apprentice's covenant, as ſhall alſo the apprentice have of 
the covenants on the ſide of the maſter, as if he had been 
originally bound to him. Mar. 3. 1 Keb. 250. 

And by 32 Geo. 3. c. 57. after reciting that it fre- 
quently happens that perſons are obliged under 8 and 
Will. 3. c. zo. to take a greater number of pariſh appren- 
tices than it is convenient for them to employ, and are 
under the neceſſity of aſſigning them over; in order there- 
fore that tuch aſſignments may be legally made under the 
control of the magiſtratcs, it is enacted, that it ſhall be 
lawful for any maſter of any pariſh apprentice, upon the 
binding out of whom no more than 5/. ſhall have been 
paid, to aſſign, with the conſent of two juſtices, by indorſe- 
ment {5) on the indentures of apprenticeſhip, or by other 
inſtrument in writing, any ſuch apprentice for the reſidue 
of the term, in ſuch indenture agreeed upon; provided 
the perſon to whom the apprentice ſhall be ſo aſſigned, 
ſhall, by indorſement on the counterpart of ſuch inden- 
ture, or by writing under his hand, declare his acceptance 
of ſuch apprentice, and acknowledge himſelf, his execu- 
tors and adminiſtrators, to be bound in the covenants in 
the indenture, to be performed on the part of the maſter; 


(2) And will therefore entitle him to a ſettlement. 131d. 


(5) The indorſement ſhall be without lamps. Hig. 
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ind in ſuch caſe the apprentice ſhall be deemed to be the 
apprentice of ſuch ſubſequent maſter, and ſo from time 
to time as often as it ſhall be neceſſary or convenient for 
ſuch ſubſequent maſter to part with ſuch apprentice. 

And by 2 and 3 Ann. c. 6. F 6. every perſon to whom 
any poor pariſh boy ſhall be put apprentice under 43 Eliz. 
5. 2. may with the approbation of two juſtices, or of the 
mayor or other chief officer of any city, borough, or town 
corporate, turn over, by indenture, duly regiſtered as 
thereby directed, ſuch apprentice to any maſter of a ſhip of 
20 tons burthen, and upwards (a), for the remaining 
time of his apprenticeſhip. 

And by 4 An. c. 19. if any maſter who has been obliged 
to take ſuch apprentice ſhall die during the time, his 
widow, or his executor or adminiſtrator, may aſlign over 
ſuch apprentice to any other maſter of a ſhip who has 
not his complement of apprentices (6). 

As to the aſſignment of the apprentice to another, on 
the deceaſe of the firſt maſter, ſee the next ſection. 


VII. As t9.the Death of the Maſter, or his becoming a Bankrupt 
before the Expiration of the Term of Apprenticeſhip. 


If a maſter be bound only to inſtrutt an apprentice in 
1 trade for a certain term of years, and die before the term 
end, the obligation is diſpenſed with; for as an appren- 
ticeſhip is a perſonal truſt between the maſter and ſervant, 
it is determined by the death of either of them (c); and 
per Zyre, J. poſſibly the executor may be of another trade, 
t Salk, 66. But if the maſter be bound further, as to find

%) By 2 and g An. c. 6. the counterpart of the indentures of aſſigumeat 
muſt be atteſted by the collector at the port where ſuch apprentice ſhall be 
dound or afligned, and the conſtable or other officer who ſhall bring ſuch ap-

(c) But though the covenant for inſtruQtion fail on the death of the maſter, 
has been held that he Rill continues an apprentice in rgipeR of mainten- 
ance.

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the apprentice with victuals and cloathing, in that caſe 
the death of the maſter 1s not a diſpenſation of the condi. 
tion, but his executor will be obliged to fulfil it as far 
as they have affets ; for per Holl, it would be very hard 
to conſtrue the death of the maſter to be a diſcharge of the 
covenants. /bid. 

But by the cuſtom of London, if the maſter die, his 
executor muſt place the apprentice with another maſter of 
the ſame trade, though the covenant be only for inſtruQion. 
Ibid. 

And in caſe of the maſter's death before the expiration 
of the apprenticeſhip, a court of equity will oblige his 
perſona] repreſentatives to reſtore a proportionable part of 
the fee, or premium, which was given with the appren- 
tice; as, where the maſter received with his apprentice 
250l. and died within two years, during which time the 
apprentice had been employed in inferior matters but 
little conducive to his improvement in the buſineſs, the 
court of chancery decreed that the executors of the maſter 
ſhould (after payment of the ſpecialty debts) repay the ſaid 
250l. as a ſimple contract debt, deducting after the rate of 
20l. per ann. for the apprentice's maintenance during the 
time he had been with his maſter. Ca. Chan. Temp. 
Finch, 396. 

In the preceding ſection we have ſtated the law reſpect- 
ing the aſſignment of an apprentice by his maſter, it now 
behoves us to ſtate how the law ſtands in this reſpect upon 
the maſter's death. 

With the conſent of the apprentice, it is clear that the 
exccutors or adminiſtrators of his deceaſed maſter may 
aſſign him to ancther for the remainder of his term, but 
not without his conſent, or there be ſome cuſtom to the 
contrary ; thus an award of rhe juſtices on the maſter's 
death that the apprentice ſhould not be aſſigned to another, 
was adjudged to be void, unleſs there was a cuſtom, or the 
apprentice concurred. Horne v Blake, cited 2 Sra. 1207. 

And on the maſter's death there is no implied aſſign- 
ment or transfer of the apprentice to his executor or ad- 


miniſtrator, and therefore it ſeems that he is not bound 
| by 
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by his indenture to ſerve his maſter's repreſentatives ; for 
on an action of debt by an executrix, on a bond for per- 
ſormance of the covenants in an indenture of apprentice- 
ſhip, the court of King's Bench held that ſhe could main- 
tain no ſuch action, obſerving that the binding was to the 
maſter himſelf, to learn his art and ſerve him, without any 
mention of executors ; and as the words were confined, ſo 
was the nature of the contract, which is fiduciary ; and an 
apprentice is bound from a perſonal knowledge of the in- 
tegrity and ability of the maſter ; and though the aſſets of 
the maſter are liable on his covenant to maintain the ap- 
prentice, that is not material. 2 Stra. 1267. 

Though an apprentice is not tranſmiſſable to the repre- 
ſentatives of his maſter, nor aſſignable, yet, if he remain 
in the character of an apprentiee with the aſſignee, or the 
perſonal repreſentative of his maſter with his own-confent, 
and the conſent of the other parties, it will be a continu- 
ation of the apprenticeſhip for the purpoſe of gaining a 
ſettlement. Cald. 62. 1 Doug. 70. 

And that though the aſſignment were only verbal ; as 
where the maſter of a pariſh apprentice died inteſtate, and 
the widow (without having taken out admini gration) aſ- 
ſigned the apprentice to another maſter, who, with the 
conſent of the apprentice, tranſmitted him to a third, it 
was held that he was well ſettled at the place where he 
ſerved the third maſter; for though the aſſignment was 
only a verbal one, it was done with the conſent of all 
the parties concerned, and he lived under the terms of the 
ürſt indenture of apprenticeſhip, and as an apprentice, 
ound according to the ſtatute (a). Bur. Set, Ca. 133. 

And as to pariſh apprentices it is enacted by 32 Ged. 3. 
c. 57. that in caſe of the death of the maſter of any pariſh 
apprentice, during the term of his apprenticeſhip, upon the 
binding out of whom no more than 5/. was given, the 
covenant for the maintenance of ſuch apprentice ſhall 
not continue in force longer than for the ſpace of 3 months 

(a) But if the apprentice doth not acquire a new ſettlement aſter the death

next 
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next after the death of ſuch maſter (a), during which z 
months ſuch apprentice ſhall continue to live with, and 
to ſerve as an apprentice, the executors or adminiſtrators 
of ſuch maſter, or ſuch perſon as they ſhall appoint ; and 
the maſter with whom ſuch apprentice ſhall be during the 
ſaid 3 months, and alſo the apprentice, ſhall, during that 
time, be ſubjeR to all the laws in force relating to maſters 
and pariſh apprentices : and that within the ſaid term of 
3 months ſuch apprentice on application made to two juſ- 
tices of the place where the maſter died, by the widow of 
the deceaſed maſter, or the huſband of the deceaſed miſ- 
treſs, or by any ſon or daughter, brother, or ſiſter, or 
executor or adminiſtrator of ſuch maſter or miſtreſs, ſhall 
be ordered (5), it he were living with and made part of 
the family, or were in the actual employment of ſuch 
maſter or miſtreſs at the time of his or her death, to ſerve 
any one of the aforeſaid perſons making ſuch application 
for the reſidue of the term of his apprenticeſhip, provided 
the perſon ſo applying were living with the maſter or miſ- 
treſs at the time of their death ; and ſuch perſon ſhall de- 
clare his acceptance of the ſaid apprentice by ſigning the 
order of the ſaid juſtices, and after ſuch order the execu- 
tors and adminiſtrators, and the perſonal effects of the 
deceaſed maſter or miltreſs ſhall be diſcharged from all 
covenants on the part of the maſter contained in the ori- 


ginal indenture of apprenticeſhip ; and the perſon taking 


the ſaid apprentice ſhall be deemed the maſter, in like 
manner as if he had been originally bound to him, and 
ſhall, together with his executors and adminiſtrators, be 
bound by the covenants in ſuch indenture, as if he had ex- 


ecuted a counterpart thereof, and be liable to the regula- 


tions in force relating to maſters and pariſh apprentices ; 
and the above proviſions ſhall relate to the like event of 
any ſubſequent ' maſter, their relatives, and repreſenta- 


(a) And a covenant to this purpoſe is directed to be inſerted in the indeature 
of appreaticeſhip. 


, By indorſement without flamp, or any inftrument in writing, ſtamped 
as patlih iadentures, 


tives, 
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tives, as often as the caſe ſhall happen during the term 
of apprenticeſhip (a). 

And if no application for ſuch apprentice ſhall be made 
within 3 months, as aforeſaid, or in caſe the ſaid two 
juſtices ſhall be of opinion that the apprenticeſhip ought 
not to be continued, then the ſame ſhall determine, and 
the ſaid indenture be at an end. : 

And it is further provided that in caſe any maſter ap- 
pointed under this act, (or any original maiter) or if the 
executors or adminiſtrators of ſuch maſter, having aſſets, 
ſhall, during ſuch 3 months, refuſe or neglett to main- 
tain and provide for ſuch parith apprentice, according to 
covenant, two juſtices of the county may, on application 
by the apprentice, or the churchwardens or overſeers, 
order diſtreſs and fale of the perſonal eſtate of the maſter, 
tor the maintenance of ſuch apprentice—an appeal being 
allowed to the quarter ſeſſions, if party is aggrieved. 

The bankruptcy of the maſter is not of itſelf a difſolu- 
tion of the apprenticeſhip; but the indentures may be 
delivered up, or the juſtices at the ſeſſions may diſcharge 
the apprentice if applied to for the purpoſe. 2 Ld. 
Raym. 1352. 1 Sm. 582. 

But for the more caſy diſcharging of any fariſh appren- 
tice, with whom not more than 5/. was given, from a maſ- 
ter becoming a bankrupt; or whoſe circumſtances are be- 
come ſo reduced as to render him unable to employ or 
maintain ſuch apprentice, it is provided by the aforcfaid 
ſtatute of 32 Geo. 3. c. 57. that two juſtices of the place 
where any ſuch maſter ſhall live, on application of the 
maſter for the diſcharge of any ſuch apprentice for the 
reaſons aforeſaid, may enquire into the matter of ſuch 
allegation, and if they find the ſame to be true, diſcharge 
ſuch apprentice accordingly. 


(a) The reaſon of the above proviſions, 2s ſtated in the preamble of the at 
Is, that the apprentice may make ſome ſatis ection by his labour to the family 
or repreſen tatives of his deceaſed maſter, for the advantages he received from 
his apprenticeſhip in his childhood, when his ſervices were unequal to the 
expences of his maintenance. 
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Nothing in the ſaid act ſhall extend to any pariſh ap- 
prentice where a larger ſum was given chan 5“. 

But in caſes not of pariſh apprentices, the general practice 
is, whenever the maſter becomes a bankrupt, for the com- 
miſſioners to recommend it to the creditors to allow the 
apprentice a groſs ſum out of the eſtate for the purpoſe of 
binding him out to another maſter, which they uſually 
do, as it would be hard to make him come in under the 
commiſſion. This, however, is to be conſidered as an 
indulgence, and not a right which the apprentice can 
claim; for all that a court of equity can do is to order 
him to be admitted a creditor to the amount of the ſum 
paid with him, after deducting a reaſonable annual ſum 
for his maintenance during the time he has ſerved. See

AVING completed all that we think neceſſary 
or material in reſpect of menial ſervants and appren- 
tices, we ſhall now proceed to enquire into the laws rela- 
ting to the remaining ſpecics of ſervants, (as conſidered 
by the laws of England) journeymen manufacturers, and 
labourers. And theſe we ſhall conſider 
I. In reſpet of the method of compelling them to 
work, and the time of their working. 
IT. As to their wages, and the means of recovering 
them. 


III. Concerning the differences which may ariſe be- 
tween workmen and their maſters, and the miſbehavior of 
workmen. 

IV. The laws and ſtatutes made for the regulating of 
the journeymen, labourers, and workmen of particular 
manufaciurcs. |

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I. The Time for which Perſons may be compelled te ſerve, the 
Hours of Labour, and the Method of compelling them to 


work. 


By 5 Eliz. c. 4. $3. it is enacted, that no perſon ſhall 
hire, nor ſhall any one be hired to work for a leſs term 
than one year, in the arts or trades of a clothier, woollen 
cloth weaver, tucker, fuller, clothworker, ſheerman, 
dycr, hoſier, taylor, ſhoemaker, tanner, pewterer, baker, 
brewer, glover, cutler, ſmith, farrier, currier, ſadler, 
ſpurrier, turner, capper, hatmaker or feltmaker, bow- 
yer, fletcher, arrow-head maker, butcher, cook, or 
miller. 

And by ſec. 4. of the ſame ſtatute it is provided, that 
every perſon not married, and every married perſon under 
the age of zo, having been brought up in the ſaid arts, 
or having uſed any of them for the ſpace of 3 years, and 
not having lands copyhold, freehold, or for life, of the 
vearly value of 40s. nor being worth the groſs ſum of 10/. 
and ſo allowed not to be by two juſtices, or by the mayor 
or other head officer of the city or town where ſuch perſon 
dwelt for one year, and alſo two aldermen, or other bur - 
geſſes, if there be ne aldermen, under their hands and 
ſeals) nor being retained in huſbandry, nor in any art, nor 
in houſehold, nor in any office with any nobleman, gentle- 
man, or others, nor having a convenient holding in til- 
lage, whereupon he may employ his labour, ſhall upon 
requeſt made by any perſon uſing the art wherein the per- 
fon ſo required has been exerciſed, be retained, and ſhall 
not refuſe to ſerve upon the penalty hereafter men- 
tioned, 

And (ſce. 5.) no perſon ſhall put away ſuch ſervant, nor 
ſha!l any perſon retained depart before the end of his term, 
unleſs for reaſonable cauſe to be allowed by a juſtice, or 
other chief officer beſore whom the party aggrieved ſhall 
complain, Nor ſhall any maſter put away ſuch ſervant 
at the end of his term, or any ſervant depart at the end 
ot his term without giving a quarter's warning, upon the 
enalty hereafter mentioned, k 
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It is alſo by the ſaid act further provided, that every 
perſon between the ages of 12 and 60 ycars, not retained 
as an apprentice with any fiſherman, or mariner, nor 
being in ſervice with any rider or carrier of corn or meal 
for the city of Londn; nor with any huſbandman, nor in 
any city or town in any of the arts limited by this ſtatute 
to take apprentices, nor being retained by the year for 
digging, ſeeking, finding. getting, melting, fining, work- 
ing, trying or making, of any ſoder, tin, lead, iron, cop. 
per, ſtone, ſea-coal, ſtone-coal, moor-coal, or cheek- 
coal, nor being occupied in the making of glaſs, nor being 
a gentleman born, nor being a ſcholar or ſtudent in any 
of the univerlitics, or any ſchool, nor having lands for 
life, or in fee, of the yearly value of 4os. or goods of 
the value of 40/. nor being a neceſſary or convenient 
othcer, or ſervant lawfully retained, nor having a farm 
or holding whereon to employ his labour, nor being 
otherwiſe retained, ſhall be compelled to ſerve in huf- 
bandry by the year with any perſon that uſcth huſbandry, 
and will require any ſuch perſon to ſerve within the ſame 
ſhire wherein he ſhall be fo required. 

And if any maſter ſhall put away his ſervant before the 
end of his term, unleſs for cauſe to be allowed by a 
Juſtice, or without a quarter's warning, ſuch maſter, un- 
leſs he prove by two witneſſes ſuch cauſe or warning be- 
fore juſtices of her and terminer, or of aſſige, or quarter 
ſeſſions, or before the mayor, or other head officer, and 
two aldermen, or two burgeſſes if no aldermen, ſhall 
forfeit 40s. 

And if any ſervant retained according to the above 
ſtatute ſhall depart before the end of his term, unleſs for 
ſome reaſonable cauſe allowed as aforeſaid, or at the end 
of his term, without a quarter's warning, or if any per- 
fon bound to ſerve in huſbandry, or other arts above- 
mentioned, by the year or otherwiſe, refuſe to ſerve for 
the wages to be limited by this ſtatute, or promiſe to 


ſerve, and do not ferve, ſuch ſervant upon complaint to 
two 
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two juſtices, or the mayor, or head officer, and two bur- 
vefſes where no aldermen, ſhall be committed by them 
to ward until he be bound to the party to ſerve and con- 
tinue for the wages that ſhall be there limited, and to be 
diſcharged upon his delivery, without fee to the goaler. 

And every artificer and labourer retained in building 
or repairing any church, houſe, ſhip, mill, or other work 
in great, ſhall not depart unleſs it be on account of the 
nonpayment of his wages, or be taken to ſerve the king, 
or for other lawful cauſe, or unleſs he have leave of the 
owner, before finiſhing his work, upon pain of impriſon- 
ment for one month, and 5/. to the party aggrieved be- 
lides coſts. | 

Alto, no artificer or labourer retained to work for the 
king, or any other, ſhall depart until the work be finiſhed, 
i: the perſon retaining will ſo long have him, and pay 
lim his wages, upon pain of impriſonment for one 
month. 

All artificers and labourers being hired for wages by 
the day or week, ſhall, betwixt the midſt of March and 
September, be at their work at five in the morning, and 
continue till between ſeven and eight at night, except 
during the time of breakfaſt, dinner, and drinking, which 
(hall not together excced two hours and a half, that is to 
ſay, at drinking one halt hour, at dinner, one hour, and for 
their fleep, when they are allowed to ſleep, which is from 
the midſt of May till the midſt of Auguſt, half an hour, 
and at breakfaſt one half hour; and the ſaid artifticers and 
labourers, between the midſt of September, and the mid 
of March, ſhall be at work from the ſpring of day until 
night, except at breakfaſt and dinner time, upon pain of 
forfciting one penny tor every hour's abſence, which may 
be deducted out of their wages. 

No perſon retained in huſbandry, or in any of the arts 
aforeſaid, ſhall depart out of one city, town, or pariſh, 
to another, nor out of the hundred, diviſion, or county, 
Where he laſt ſerved, to ſerve in any other city, town, 
diviſion, hundred, or county, unleſs he have a teſtimonial 

under 
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under ſeal of the city, or town, or of the conſtable or other 
head officer, and two houſeholders of the city, town or 
pariſh. 

And no perſon that ſhall depart out of one ſervice ſhall 
be retained into any other, without ſhewing, before his 
retainer, ſuch teſtimonial to the chief officer of the town 
corporate, and in every other town and place to the con- 
ſtable, curate, churchwarden, or other head officer where 
he ſhall be retained, upon pain that ſuch ſervant ſo de- 
parting without ſuch teſtimonial, ſhall be impriſoned till 
he procure one, which, if he cannot do within twenty-one 
days, he ſhall be whipped, and treated as a vagabond; 
and every perſon retaining ſuch ſervant without ſuch 
teſtimonial, ſhall forfeit five pounds. 

In the time of hay or corn harveſt, the juſtices of the 
peace, and alſo the conſtable, or other head officer of 
every townſhip, upon requeſt, and for the avoiding of the 
loſs of any corn, grain, or hay, may cauſe all ſuch artifi- 
cers and labourers as are fit for work, to ſerve by the day, 
for mowing, reaping, ſhearing, and inning of corn, grain, 
or hay, according to the ſkill or ability of the perſon, and 
none ſhall refuſe on the penalty of impriſonment in the 
ſtocks for two days and one night. 

But perſons of ſuch countics where it has been cuſtom- 
ary to go into other ſhires for harveſt work, and having 
at that time no harveſt work ſufficient in the ſame town 
or county where they dwelt in the winter laſt paſt, and 
taking with them a teſtimonial under the hand and 
feal of a juſtice, or head officer as aforeſaid, certifying 
the ſame, may repair in harveſt of corn or hay, to any 
other county or place, to mow, reap, and get in hay» 
corn, or grain, and to work at harveſt work, as they 
might have done before the ſaid act. 

And two juſtices, or the mayor, or head officer of a 
town corporate, and two aldermen, or two burgeſſes, if 
there be no aldermen, may appoint any woman of the age 
of twelve years and under forty, and unmarried and fit 
for ſervice, to ſerve by the year, week, or day, for ſuch 
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wages as they ſhall think meet ; and if ſhe refuſe to ſerve, 
ſhe may be committed to priſon until ſhe will ſerve. 

[t is alſo enatted by the 13th and 14th Car. 2. c. 12. 
that a perſon may go abroad to work in harveſt, carry- 
ing with him a certificate from the miniſter, and one 
churchwarden or overſcer, that he hath a dwelling houſe, 
or place in which he inhabits, and hath left a wife and 
children, or ſome of them there for other work, as his 
condition ſhall require (a). 

And if any ſervant or apprentice of huſbandry, or of 
any-art, ſcience, or occupation aforeſaid, unlawfully flee 
into any other ſhire, they may be 1mpriſoned till they find 
ſurety well and honeſtly to ſerve their maſters, 


Il. As H the Mages of Workmen and Labiurers; and the 
Mode of recovering them. 


To prevent ſervants from demanding exorbitant wages 
for their labour, it is enacted by 5 Eliz. c. 4. that the 
juſtices of the peace of every ſhire, riding, or liberty, and 
the mayor and other head officer, within any city, or 
town corporate, ſhall, yearly in Eaſter ſeſſions, aſſemble, 
and ſhall call unto them ſuch diſcreet perſons as they 
ſhall think meet, and having reſpett to the plenty or 
ſcarcity of the time, and other circumſtances, ſhall have 
authority to limit, rate, and appoint the wages, as well 
of ſuch the ſaid artificers, handieraftsmen, huſbandmen, 
or any other labourer, ſervant, or workman, whoſe wages 
in time paſt have been by any law or ſtatute rated and 
appointed; as alſo the wages of all other labourers, arti- 
ficers, workmen, or apprentices of huſbandry, which have 
not been rated, limited, or appointed, by the year, or by 

he day, week, month, or otherwiſe, with meat and drink, 
or without meat and drink, and what wages every work- 
man or labourer ſhall take by the great for mowing, 
reaping, or threſhing of corn and grain, or for mowing 
or making of hay, or for ditching, paving, railing, or 


(a) And perſons carrying with them ſuch certificate ſhall, by 17 Geo. 2,

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hedging, by the rod, perch, bigg, yard, pole, rope, or 
foot, and for any other kind of reaſonable labour or 
ſervice. 

And by 1 Jac. 1. c.6. the ſaid act of 5 Eliz. is made to 
extend to the rating of wages of all laboureres, weavers, 
ſpinſters, and workmen or workwomen whatſoever, 
either working by the day, week, month, or year; or the 
taking any work by the great or otherwiſe ; and when the 
ſaid rates are ſo ſettled, the ſheriff, or mayor, may cauſe 
proclamation thercof to be made, where to them ſhail 
ſeem convenient, and every perſon ſhall be bound to ob- 
ſerve the ſame. 

And if any perſon after ſuch proclamation be publiſhed, 
ſhall directly or indirectly, retain at, keep or give any 
ſervant, workman, or labourer any more or greater 
wages, or other commodity than ſhall be appointed in 
ſuch proclamation, he thall be impriſoned for 10 days, 
without bail, and forſcit the ſum of 5 pounds. 

And every perſon who ſhall be fo retained, and take 
wages, contrary to the ſaid act, or to the ſaid proclama- 
tion, ſhall be impriſoned for 21 days without bail. 

And every retainer, promiſe, gift, or payment of wages, 
or other thing, contrary to the {aid act, and every bond 
or writing made for that purpoſe, ſhall be utterly void. 

Alſo by the ſame ſtatute, if any clothier or other per- 
ſon, ſhall refuſe to pay ſo much wages to their weavers, 
ſpinſters, workmen, or workwomen, as (hall he ſo ſettled, 
he ſhall forfeit 10s. to the party aggrieved. 

Though the juſtices are only authorized by the above 
ſtatute to rate the wages, and not toorder payment, yet from 
the indulgence which the law ſhews to remedies for wages, 
and the common praRice of the juſtices, it has been held 
that they may order payment as well as aſſeſs the rates of 
wages. 2 Ld. Raym. 920. 6 Md. 91. 1 Stra. 8. 475: 
2 lbid. 1002. | 

But the evidence of the ſervant not being admiſſable in 
caſes of wages, on account of his being an intereſted wit- 


neſs, and the ſervant having no other means of enforcing 
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the order of the juſtice than by indictment, 5 Mad. 459. 
to remedy theſe inconveniences it was enacted by 20 Geo. 
2. c. 19. that all complaints and diſputes relating to wages 
between maſters or miſtrefſes and ſervants in- huſbandry, 
hired for one year or longer, or by 31 Geo. 2. c. 11. for 
a leſs time than a year, or between maſters or miſtreſſes 
and ar!ificers, handicraftſmen, miners, colliers, keelmen, 
pitmen, glaſsmen, potters, and other labaurers, employed 
for any certain time, or in any other manner, ſhall be 
heard and determined by one juſtice, although no. rate of 
wages had been made in that year, which juſtice may 
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examine any ſervant or other witneſs upon oath, and 


make ſuch order for payment of ſo much wages as he may 
think juſt, provided the ſum in diſpute do not exceed 10l. 
in regard to any ſervant in huſbandry, nor 5/. with regard 
to any artificer, handicraftſman, or other perſon afore- 
ſaid; and in caſe of refuſal or non-payment for the ſpace 
of 21 days after ſuch determination, the ſum ſo adjudged 
to the ſervant may be levied on the maſter and miſtreſs 
by diſtreſs and ſale. Perſons aggrieved may appeal to 
the ſeſſions, which ſhall be final. J 

In the conſtruction of the ſtatute of Eliz. it hath been 
determined that juſtices of the peace have no juriſdiction 
to order payment of wages except in the caſe of huſband- 
men and ſuch ſervants whom they may compel to ſerve 
according to the ſtatute. 6 Mad. 91. Carthew. 156. 

Therefore, where juſtices of the peace made an order 
for the payment of ſo much money by a maſter to his 
coachman, and it was moved againſt the order that the 
ſtatute 5 Eliz. c. 4. extends not to coachmen, or other 
lervants than in huſbandry ; the court were of that opi- 
nion, and quaſhed the order. 2 Jones 47: 

And on the authority of this caſe it hath been held, 
that the juſtices eannot make order for the payment of 
footmen, brickliyers, catpenters, or the like ſervants 
wages, becauſe their juriſdiftion is confined as has been 
before obſerved, to the wages of ſuch ſervants whom they 
may compel to ferve according to the ſtatute. 6 Mad. 


204, 205. | 
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And in this reſpect the ſtat. 20 Geo. 2. c. 19, doth not 
appear to have made any alteration, for, although the 
words potters, and other labourers employed for any cer. 
tain time, or in any other manner, are very comprehenſive, 
yet it ſeems, according to the general and better opinion, 
that the word labourers ought to be conſidered as reſtricted 
to labourers of the claſs and deſcription before mentioned, 
and not as extending to every denomination of ſervants, 
ſuch as clerks, ſhopmen, livery ſervants, or workmen in 
particular trades and manufattures not there enumerated. 
And it is juſtly remarked by Mr. Caldecot, that, if this 
was not taken as the true conſtruction of the act, it would 
not be eaſy to ſuggeſt a reaſon why the legiſlature ſhould, 
by particular acts of parliament, interpoſe in behalf of 
the workmen in the woollen, linen, cotton, iron, leather, 
fur, hemp, flax, mohair, ſilk, and other manufactures, 
if the ſame remedies were open to all deſcriptions of per- 
ſons, and in every occupation under the general law. 
See Cald. 16. 

Alſo, if a perſon retains a ſervant, and agrees to pay 
him ſo much by the day, month, or year, he may have an 
action againſt the maſter on the contract, or againſt his 
exccutors; and every ſuch retainer will be preſumed to 
be in conſideration of wages, unleſs the contrary appears.

III. As to Miſbehaviour of Workmen, and Differences betwees 
them and their Maſters. 


By 5 Eliz. c. 4. it is enacted, that if any ſervant, work- 
man, or labourer ſhall wilfully or maliciouſly make an 
aſſault, or affray upon his maſter or miſtreſs, or upon 
any other having charge or overſight over ſuch ſervant, 
or labourer, or over the work wherein he is hired to 
work, and ſhall thereof be convicted before two juſtices, 
or mayor, or other head officer, by confeſſion or oath of 


two witneſſes, he ſhall be impriſoned for a year, or leſs. 


by the diſcretion of two juſtices out of a town carporate; 
and in a town corporate, of the mayor or other head 
officer, 
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»ficet, with two others of the diſcreeteſt perſons of the 
ſame corporation; and if the offence require a further pu- 
\iſhment, then to receive ſuchother open puniſhment (ſoas 
it extend not to life or limb), as the juſtices in ſeſſions, 
or the mayor, or other head officer, and fix; or four 
at leaſt, of the diſereeteſt perſons if the corporation ſhall 
think convenient, for the qualityof the offence. 

By 20. Geo. 2. c. 19. it ſhall be lawful for one juſtice, 
upon complaint made npon oath by any maſter or miſ- 
treſs, or employer, againſt any ſervant in huſbandry, ar- 
tificer, handicraftſman, miner, collier, xeelman, pitman, 
glaſſman, potter, or labourer, concerning any miſde- 
meanor, miſcarriage, or ill behaviour, in ſuch ſervices 
to hear and determine the ſame, and to. puniſh the offen- 
der by commitment to the houſe of correction, there to 
be corrected and hcld to hard labour for a reaſonable 
time, not exceeding one calendar month; or by abating 
ſome part of his wages, or by diſcharging him from his 
ſervice. 

And in like manner it ſhall be lawful for ſuch juſtice, 
upon any complaint made upon oath by any ſuch ſervant, 
artificer, handieraftſman, miner, collier, keelman, pit- 
man, glaſſman, potter, or other labourer, againſt ſuch 
maſter, miſtreſs, or employer, concerning any miſ-uſage; 
refuſal of neceſſary proviſion, cruelty, or ill treatment, 
to ſummon ſuch maſter, miftreſs, or employer, to appear 
before him at a reaſonable time to be prefixed in ſuch 
ſummons, and he ſhall examine into the matter of ſuch 
complaint, whether ſuch maſter, miſtreſs; or employer, 
!hall appear or not (proof being made upon cath of their 
being ſummoned) and upon the proof of the complaint 
upon oath, he may diſcharge ſuch fervant, or other perſon 
atoreſaid, from his ſervice and employment, which 
diſcharge ſhall be given under the hand and ſeal of ſuch 
Juſtice gratis. 

Alſo by 6 Geo. 3. c. 25. if any artificer, calico printer, 
tandicraftſman, miner, collier, keelman, pitman, glaſſ- 
1 2 h man, 
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man, potter, labourer, or other perſon, ſhall contra& 
with any perſon whomſoever, for any time whatſoever, 
and ſhall abſent himſelf from ſervice before the term 
ſhall be completed, or be guilty of any other miſdemean- 
or, then any juſtice where ſuch artificer, or perſon afore- 
ſaid, ſhall be found, upon complaint thereof made upon 
oath by the perſon with whom he ſhall have ſo contratt- 
ed, or by his ſteward or agent, may ifſue his warrant for 
apprehending every ſuch artificer, or perſon aforeſaid, and 
examine into the complaint, and if it ſhall appear to 
ſuch juſtice that he ſhall not have fulfilled ſuch contraR, 
or hath been guilty of any miſdemeanor, ſuch juſtiee may 
commit ſuch perſon to the houſe of correttion for a term 
not exceeding three months, nor leſs than one month. 
Nothing in the above act ſhall extend to the ſtannaries 
in Devonſhire and Cornwall. 


IV. Of Artificers and Workmen in particular Manufac- 


ures. 


AS the ſtatutes relating to workmen and others em- 
ployed in the various branches of Engliſh manufac- 
ture arc exceedingly numerous, and extend to a variety of 
objects, we ſhall divide this head into ſeveral diſtin 
ſections, and direct our enquiries 


I. Concerning combinations amongſt manufalluien 
and artificers. 


II. Concerning embezzlements and other frauds com- 
mitted by workmen on their maſters, and 


III. Of the payment of wages to manufacturers. 
I. As ts Combinations amongſt Artificers. 


1. Of combinations amongſt artificers in general. 

By the ſtatute 2 and 3 Edw. 6. c. 15. it is enacted that 
if any artificers, workmen, or labourers do conſpire, 
covenant, or promiſe together, or make any oaths, that 


they will not make or do their work but at a certain 
price, 


ar 
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price, or rate, or ſhall not enterprize or take upon them 
to finiſh what another hath begun, or ſhall do but a cer- 
tain work in a day, or ſhall not work but at certain 
hours and times, ſuch perſons being convicted at the 
aſſtzes, ſeſſions, or court leet, ſhall forfeit for the firſt 
offence, 10/. to the king; and if he pay not the ſame 
within fix days, ſhall ſuffer twenty days impriſonment, 
and ſhall have only bread and water for his ſubfiſtence; 
for the ſecond offence, 20l. or, if not paid within 6 days, 
pillory : and for the third offence, 40/1. loſs of one car, 
and to be deemed infamous. 

Confederacies amongſt workmen are alſo deemed highly 
criminal by the common law, and therefore journeymen 
confederating and refuſing to work, -unleſs for certain 
wages agreed upon amongſt themſelves, may be indicted 
and puniſhed for a conſpiracy, although the ſtatutes regu- 
lating their work and wages do not direct ſuch a mode of 
proſecution ; for it is the conſpiring, and not the refuſal 
to work, which conſtitutes the offence (a). 8 Mod. 10. 

And as a conſpiracy is a freſpaſs, it is enquirable into, 
and puniſhable by juſtices of the peace at their ſeſſions.

2, Of combinations amongſt artificers of particular 
trades. 

By 12 Geo. 1. c. 34- it is enacted, that all contracts, 
agreements, by-laws, orders, &c. made or entered into, 
in clubs, or ſocieties, by perſons exerciſing the art of a 
woolcomber, or weaver, 'or by journeymen in thoſe 
trades, or (by 22 Geo. 2. c. 27) by any journeymen dyers 
or hotpreſſers, or other perſons employed in any of the 
woollen maufactures; or by any perſons, journeymen, or 
otherwiſe, employed in the making of felts or hats, or in 
any of the manufactures of filk, mohair, fur, hemp, 
flax, linen, cotton, fuſtian, iron, or leather, or of any

ot 
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of the ſaid materials, mixed with any other of them, in 
order or under pretence of regulating the ſaid arts or 
trades, or for fixing the prices of goods therein, or for 
ſhortening their accuſtomed hours of work, ſhall, and are 
thereby declared to be, illegal, and null and void; and 
further, that if any ſuch perſon ſhall keep up, ſign, or 
knowingly be concerned in any contract, agreement, bye. 
law, or order, of any club, or combination, by the ſaid 
att declared to be illegal, or ſhall attempt to put any 
ſuch illegal act into execution, the offender ſhall, on con- 
viction (within three months after the offence) by the 
oath of one witneſs, before two juſtices of the peace, be 
committed either to the houſe of correction, and there 
kept to hard labour for a time not exceeding 3 months 
or to the common county goal for a like period—with 
liberty of appeal to the quarter ſeſſions if aggrieved. 

But by 17 Geo. 3. c. 55. it is provided, that if any 
journeyman hatter, hatmaker, piece maſter, ſervant work- 
man, or other perſon employed in manufacturing of hats, 
or felts, or in any branch of the ſaid trade, ſhall be con- 
victed in manner aforeſaid, of the above offence ; or of 
departing from his ſervice before the end of the time for 
which he was hired, or of quitting or returning his work 
before the ſame ſhall be finiſhed according to agreement; 
or of wilfully ſpoiling or deſtroying any goods, or work, 
in the ſaid branches, ſuch perſon ſo convicted, before he 
ſhall be entitled to appeal to the quarter ſeſſions as al: 
lowed by 12 Geo. 1. ſhall enter into recognizanee with 
two ſureties, to proſecute ſuch appeal, and if on ſuch ap- 
peal being heard, the judgment of the juſtices of the peace 
be affirmed, ſuch appellant ſhall immediately be com- 
mitted to the ſentence firſt awarded upon him, and pay 
ſuch coſts as the ſeſſions may direct. 

And it is further enacted by the ſaid act, 17 Geo. 3. 
that if any perſon tubamſotruer, (whether employed in the 
ſaid trade or not) ſhall attend any meeting, club, or com- 
bination by the ſaid act declared to be illegal as aforeſaid, 


or ſhall ſummon or require any journeyman hatter, or 
| other 
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other perſon employed in any branch of the ſaid trade, to 
attend ſuch meeting, or to pay any money as a fine, con- 
tribution, or ſubſcription for the purpoſes of ſuch club, 
or meeting; or any perſon collecting or receiving ſuch 
money, or who ſhall perſuade or endeavour to perſuade» 
entice, inveigle, or intimidate, any perſon employed in 
the ſaid trade to be a member of, or concerned in, any 
ſuch club, &c. or unduly to quit the ſervice of his maſ- 
ter—Alſo any perſon paying any money, or ſubſerip- 
tion, towards the ſupport or encouragement of any ſuch 
club, or meeting; ſuch perſon or perſons ſo offending as 
aforeſaid, ſhall, on convittion of ſuch offence, before 
two juſtices of the peace (a), on the oath of one witneſs, 
be committed to the houſe of correction, or common 
county goal, without bail, for any time not longer than 
3 months — With liberty to appeal under the before 
mentioned reſtrictions. 
And by the ſaid att of 12 Geo. 1. as extended by 22 Aflav'ting or

Geo. 2. c. 27. it is enacted that if any perſon (whether maſters who 
ply with the 

maſter woolcomber, or maſter weaver, or other perſon demands of 

concerned in any of the woollen manufactures, or in the 2 

trades or arts of dyeing, hotpreſſing, making of hats or 

felts, or in any of the manufattures of ſilk, mohair, fur,

7. it is enacted, that if any ſorter, carder, 
faBure in parti. kember, ſpinſter, weaver, or other perſon in the woollen 
aur. manufacture, ſhall unjuſtly and deceitfully embezzle, 
ſell, or detain any wool, or yarn, delivered to him or 
her, by any perſon making cloths or ſtuffs, ſuch perſon 
ſo offending, as alſo the buyer and receiver thereof, (know- 
ing the ſame) being thereof convicted by eonfeſſion, or the 
oath of one witneſs, before two juſtices of the peace, or 
if within a town corporate, before the mayor, or other 
chief officer, and one of the aldermen, or moſt ſubſtan- 
tial perſon in ſuch place, ſhall make the party aggrieved 
ſuch ſatisfaction as the ſaid juſtices or other chief officer 
ſhall order; and if the perſon ſo offending be unable or 
refuſe to make ſatisfaction, he ſhall, for the firſt offence, 
be whipped, and ſet in the ſtocks, and for a ſecond offence 
ſhall incur a further puniſhment by whipping and ſtocks, 
at the diſcretion of the ſaid juſtices, or chief officers. 
Spinners in And by ſec. 4. of the above act it is provided, that if

manufacturing of woollen cloth, or in preparing mate- 
rials for that purpoſe, ſhall not return all working tools, 
wool, yarn, chain wool, or abb, delivered to them to be 
manfactured, and alſo all materials with which he or 
ſhe ſhall be entruſted, or otherwiſe give a ſatisfactory ac- 
count of the ſame, or if he ſhall fraudulently fteam,

be worked, or if any perſon ſhall take off, cut, or pick 
out, the liſt, ſorrel, or other mark of any piece of cloth, 
and ſhall of the ſaid offence be convicted, by confeſſion 
or the oath of one witneſs before a juſtice of the peace, he 
ſhall be committed to the. houſe of correction for the ſpace 
of one month. 

And where any perſon ſo employed, who ſhall have 
been entruſted with any tools, wool, or other materials, 
and not have delivered or accounted for the ſame, ſhall 
abſcond, or ſhall ſell, or diſpoſe thereof; or where any 
perſon ſhall fraudulently buy, or receive ſuch tools, or 
materials, or where any perſon ſhall be charged on ſuſpi- 
cion with having embezzled and kept back by damping, 
ſteaming or watering the wool or yarn delivered to them, 
or with having ſold, bought, or received the fame, and 
upon ſearch any of the ſaid working tools, wool, yarn, 
chain woof, or abb, or any cloth with the liſt, ſorrel, or 
other marks taken off, cut, or picked out, ſhall be found, 
the perſon on whom the ſame ſhall be ſo found, unleſs he 
can give a good account how he came thereby, to the 
ſatisfaction of a juſtice, ſhall, on conviRion, ſuffer ſuch 
puniſhment as is before directed to be inflicted on perſons 
not returning tools or materials as aforeſaid (a). 

And if any ends of yarn, wefts, thrums, ſhort yarn (6), 
or other refuſe of cloſe drugget, or of other woollen goods, 
or of goods mixed with wool (flocks and pinions excepted) 
above the weight of 3 pounds, be found on any perſon 
who ſhall not exculpate himſelf to the ſatisfaction of a 
Juſtice, he ſhall thereupon ſuffer the ſame puniſhment as 
perſons not returning tools or materials. 

But if any perſon offending againſt this act ſhall be 
charged upon oath, of having been before convicted there- 

( Put by the ſame act, the perſon accuſed may appoint a reaſonable time 
o produce thoſe from whom he received the goods, or a witneſs to prove the 
ale or delivery, on entering into a recognizance, with tuo ſureties, ſor that 
purpoſe ; and if at ſuch time appointed, ſuch perſon ſhall be convicted of 
eher of the offences aforeſaid, he ſhall ſuffer the punuhment before directed.

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upon, the juſtice of the peace before whom he ſhall be ſo

{by 17 Geo. 3. c. 56) tools or implements which he ſhall 
have been entruſted with to work, or drugs or ingredients 
for dyeing the faid materials, or ſhall reel falſe or ſhort 
yarn (a), he ſhall, on conviction, by confeſſion, or the 
oath of one witneſs before a juſtice of the peace, forfeit 
double the value of the damages done ; or if he be un- 
able to make ſufficient ſatisfaction, he ſhall be publicly 
whipped, and kept to hard labour in the houſe of correc- 
tion for a time not longer than 14 days (6).
